State Technical Scholarships. 


The Government of Bengal have decided to grant two State Technical Scholarships 
each of the value of £200 per aunam plus a bonus of £40 in the two following 
subjects :— . ; cinta’ te ;

PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


NOTICE. 


The Government of Bengal have sanctioned a scheme for the provision of a detailed 
permanent public health. organisation for rural areas in Bengal. Every district will be 
divided into as many health circles as there are thanas. Every such circle will be supplied 
with an assistant health officer, About 600 health circles will be established under the 
sanctioned scheme. The new public health service will be wholly controlled and paid by 
district boards, subsidised from provincial revenues, Subject to local modifications, the 
proposed standard rate of pay will not exceed Rs. 100 a month, including house allowance 
and travelling allowance. No private practice will be allowed. In addition. to a regis- 
trable medical licence, every assistant health otficer must possess a licence or certificate 
in public health, for which special arrangement will shortly be made by the Bengal Public 
Health Department. Details of this training will be published later for general informa- 
tion, Applicants desiring admission to the training class, which will be opened from the 
17th October 1927, should apply at once to the Director of Public Health, Bengal, 
Writers’ Buildings, Caleatta, supplying particulars in the following form :—

PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


NOTICE, 


The Government of Bengal have sanctioned a scheme for the provision of a detailed 
permanent public health organisation for rural areas in Benga), Every district will be 
divided into as many health circles as there are thanas, Every euch circle will be supplied 
with an assistant health officer. About 600 health circles will be established under the 
sanctioned scheme, The new public health service will be wholly controlled and paid by 
district boards, subsidised from provincial revenues. Subject to local modifications, the 
proposed standard rate of pay will not exceed Rs. 100 a month, including house allowance 
and travelling allowance, No private practice will be allowed, In addition to a regis- 
trable medical licence, every assistant health orficer must possess a licence or certificate 
in public health, for which special arrangement will shortly be made by the Bengal Pablic 
Health Department. Details of this training will be published later for general informa- 
tion, Applicants desiring admission to the training class, which will be opened from the 
17th October 1927, should apply at once to the Director of Public Health, Bengal, 
Writers’ Buildings, Caleutta, supplying particulars in the following form :—
